The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
disclose or render obvious the claimed combination including a reducing agent storage tank is 
configured to have a capacity that is at least equal to a level predetermined by an assumed 
reducing agent consumption during the maintenance interval, and means for preventing a 
restarting of the vehicle after the vehicle has been switched off if the reducing agent storage tank 
is emptied. 

In addition, applicant's arguments, filed February 23, 2010, and April 26, 2010 with 
respect to Claims 9-25, have been fully considered and are persuasive. Accordingly, the Office 
Action mailed on November 24, 2010 has been withdrawn.
